Lemoinns advocatedtha.cluims of thé Comte 
de Paris; or, to-put it more accurately, tho 
expediency of putting Louts Phili ppe’s grand- 
sou on the throne, Expediency 1s the key- 
note of .M. Lemoinne’s political creed; he is 
essentially an Opportunist, as we'say now-a- 
days, forgetting the good old name of Whig, 
which Fox and-Grey were proud to bear, and 
which means the same thing. 

~ Lemoinue was bore in England in 1815, aud 
received the Anglo-French athe of Jobn- 
Emile. His education was half French and 
half Dnglish, but be is French with all bis 
heart and mind and ‘soul and strength. 
Fairly versed: as he is in our litorature, and 
keenly as he appreciates the excellence of 
our political institutions, he loves us not, 


from the unthinking ‘portion of his eountry- 
men (that is from the majority, of. Fronch- 
men) than im giving sly digs atthe land of 
his birth, all tho. while affecting the deepes} 
sympathy with her peoplo and their instita- 
tions. . 

- One hastens to add that M. Lemoinne is 
not a Jesuit, avowed or secret. He is just a 
clever Gaul, high-thinded and honourable in 
his dealings with brother Gauls, but holding 
other nations to be, at the best, sami-bar- 
barie, and, therefore, hardly entitled to be 
treated according to the “common rules of 
fairness. Occasionally he goes a long way 
out of his road in order to justify his ‘aversion 
tothe British races.’ His comments on the 
Abyssinian campaign of 1867-68 offer an in- 
stance in point, Lord Napier, hiving beaten 
Theodore and released the captives, quiétly 
announced that the army ‘would at ones eva- 
ouate the country. “Is there not something 
singulorly English and egotigtic_in this?” 
asks M, Lenoinne, who proceeds to: damon. 
etrate (to his own perfect. satisfuction), that 
England should have seized the opportunity 
to accomplish something in the way of civi- 
lishing Abyssinia, Note, that had we ro- 
mained there, M. Lemojnne would bare been
